A fairly common thread in 


funeral sermons and lay com- 
ments on a recently deceased 
person is that he led a full life. 


There is no hard and fast 


definition of what a complete life 
may be. The best 
we have 


learned is that an unwritten 
system of addition and subtrac- 
tion is applied to describe the 
person. By approximating 
the 


assessments of many people, one 
comes up with an understanding 
of how the "deceased progressed 
through his years on earth. 


Using this"' intangible scale, 


since no other really can be 
found, Henry Richter led a full 
life. 


It was not a flashy one, nor 


was it a dull one. 


It was a day to day exemplifi- 


cation of the best that there is a 
man who conducts a business in a 
sound manner and who draws 
favorable reaction at any hour in 


the clay from his fellow men. 


The hardware store at 218 


State street, now occupied by a 
gift shop, was an institution in 
Mr. Richter and the late Gus 
Achterberg started it in 1902. 


The 
retailing of 
hardware 


today is almost as pre-packaged 
as buying meat or vegetables at 
the supermarket, and the young- 
er reader may scan this with a 
certain scepticism when we say 
that if Richter's did not carry an 
item, the thing was no longer 
made. 


Quality 
came first 
in 
his 


merchandising, just as quality 
treatment to others was second 
nature to Mr. Richter. 


It was our privilege to know 


him. 30 years, the upper third of 
his life, and we more than adopt 
the view of older men that his 
younger years were as gracious 
as those we knew at first hand. 


Mr. Richter was one of those 


men who made our town. 


Updating The 
Post 
Office 


It is not a one-side story, but 


the uncertain pace in mail deliv- 
ery is subjecting the Post Office 
to a running barrage of complaint 
from all sides. 


Patrons of any business, public 


or private, are never known for 
sympathy toward internal woes 
of 
the business. They 
want 


results and 
leave it 
to 
th.e 


entrepreneur to produce them. 


Since the mail is the oldest 


business 
enterprise 
in 
Uncle 


Sam's voluminous trouser poc- 
kets and because the Post Office 
affects 
more people than any 


other Department, i n c l u d i n g 
Treasury's omniscient 
internal 


Revenue 
Service, 
it 
is only 


natural for squawks about the 
mails to receive a wide, loud 
airing. 


That the Post 
Office 
was 


falling behind the times first 
became evident during Arthur 
Summerfield's tenure as Post- 
master G e n e r a l from 
1953 


through 1960. 


Summerfield introduced some 


innovations. 


Fancier 
handling equipment 


was one approach. 


The lease-sale method of build- 


ing new offices was another. 


These efforts merely scratched 


the surface. 
Summerfield's reign, like that 


of his successors, was marked by 
a rising flood of mail and higher 
postal rates. 
Lawrence 
O'Brien, 
just ap- 


pointed 
Humphrey's 
campaign 


manager, when he was still the 
Postmaster General last 
year, 


referred to running the Depart- 
ment as nothing more than ' a 
race with catastrophe." 


He prevailed upon President 


Johnson to appoint a special 
commission to review the De- 
partment. 
. T h i s commission presented 
Johnson with a 212-page package 
of revolutionary proposals de- 
signed 
to turn 
the 
nations 


faltering 
and deficit-producing 


mail service over to a federal 
corporation patterned after pri- 
vate enterprise. It was headed by 
Frederick 
R. 
Kappel, 
retired 


board chairman of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
and it was made up of men who 
had 
spent 
their entire 
lives 


working out problems of labor, 
management and investment in 
business and industry. 


At the outset, the job ot 


analyzing the Department's op- 
erations with a normal business 
approach became impossible, be- 
cause, there was no cost account- 
ing data on mail service, and this 
is the basis of controlling all 
production, operating and mar- 
keting costs in private business. 
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Top management, the Post- 


master 
General, 
is politically 


appointed, 
ever-changing 
a n d 


without authority to take any 
steps in such vital areas as 
reorganization of operations or 
pricing of the services sold. He 
ordinarily stays in office for only 
a couple of years or so and then 
moves on. 


Although many of the people 


working with him may be perm- 
anent career postal employees, 
their effectiveness as managers 
is severely restricted by the rules 
and regulations of the Depart- 
ment which seem, designed to 
maintain the status quo. 


Postmasters on down the line 


in the thousands of post offices 
across the country are almost 
totally helpless to do anything to 
improve operations. 


It is a l m o s t inconceivable, 


but there are no normal channels 
for 
promotion 
in the. postal 


sp.rv^e for able people. So many 
obvious inconsistencies and inef- 
ficiencies 
in postal operations 


were found that it is a wonder 
the mails move at all. 


Specific recommendations were 


made by the commission includ- 
ing, first, the elimination of the 
cabinet level Post Office Depart- 
ment and its replacement by a 
federal corporation. It was urged 
that politics be taken out of the 
picture by ending all political 
patronage jobs, fixing of mail 
rates by executives of the pro- 
posed corporation, subject to veto 
by Congress, and introduction of 
true 
collective 
bargaining 
to 


determine compensation for post- 
al workers. Kappel observed that 
the department is in such bad 
shape that if it were a business 
up for sale, "you couldn't sell it 
to anybody." 


The official reaction to the 


special commission's report can 
be described at best as cool. The 
President c o m m e n t e d that, 
"this- report should be widely 
read 
and studied." 
An early 


review of it has been promised 
which, in the slow grinding of 
bureaucratic machinery, sounds 
very much like a sentence of 
death 
by committee. In 
the 


meanwhile, the postal deficit and 
postal rates continue to mount. 


As columnist James J. Kilpat- 


rick 
points out, coast-to-coast 


telephone sendee from New York 
to San Francisco cost $20.70 in 
1915, 
N o w , 
during business 


hours, the charge for such a call 
is SI .70. In the same length of 
time, the 
cost 
of sending a 


first-class letter has risen from 2 
cents to 6 cents. 


Although the comparison may 


not entirely be fair, it is a 
commentary on the effectiveness 
of 
business management. The 


report of the 
Commission on 


Postal Organization makes good 
sense, and it deserves the broad- 
est of public support. It would 
require high statesmanship on 
the part of Congress and the 
President to implement the pro- 
posal, but, for the entire nation, 
the effort would be worth it.

her to suffer a bad fall.

damage suit against the store, 
charging a failure to mainatin 
order on the premises. 


"But none of our employees 


noticed what those youngsters 
were d o i n g . " protested the 
company in court. "Surely we 
are not required to keep our 
escalators under constant sur- 
veillance." 


The court agreed, and the 


woman's 
claim 
was 
turned 


down. 


Authorities 
d i f f e r 
as to 


whether an escalator should be 
classed as a "common carrier" 
— 
like 
a train 
or

bus. 


However, they all agree that the 
management is not an absolute 
guarantor of a passenger' safe- 
ty. Some ri.«k is inherent in the 
very nature of this means of 
transportation. Take this case: 


A woman approached an es- 


calator, leading her small son 
by the hand. But just as she 
moved onto the first step, the 
boy 
stopped 
short 
in 
fright. 


When the woman reached back 
for him, she lost her balance 
and fell.

hearing, the judge could find no 
grounds for pinning responsi- 
bility on the management.

Nonetheless, a store is indeed 


obliged to prevent an accident 
when it reasonably can — either 
by adequate supervision or by 
proper upkeep of the equipment. 
Thus: 


A man who fell because an 


escalator gave a sudden, violent 
jerk won a damage award. So 
did a woman who slipped on a 
gob of grease, which has re- 
mained on an escalator 
step 


long enough for store employees 
to have noticed ami removed it. 


On the other hand, even if the 


management does sec danger, 
there may be no practical way 
to avoid id. 


In one case the hostess of a 


hotel spied a drunk weaving his 
way t o w a r d the escalator.

There 
is no 
shame 
if 
a 


member of the family has this 
condition. As I stated, it occurs 
on all social levels and energy 
should be devoted to curing the 
condition rather than pretending 
that it does not exist. It is only 
fair that the parents of other 
children, who are playmates, 
should be alerted that pinworms 
exist and that there may be a 
need for careful observation.
